2. Citations and explanations: 
Claims 1-3 meet ihe criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2M3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest: 

With regard to claim 1, a device for producing a high resolution photographic image of a scene, said device comprising a micromuTor 
array containing an array of imcromirrors, each mirror being capable of Ulting individually in at least two directions, said micromirror 
array being positioned with respect to the photographic imaging system so that each mirror of the niicromirror array transfers a reflected 
pixel of the scene to be photographed to the photographic imaging system. 

With regard to claim 3, a method for producing a high resolution image of a scene comprising photographing reflected pixels from the 
micromirror array with the photographic imaging system comprising a device for producing aihigh resolution photographic image of a 
scene, said device comprising a micrornirror array containing an array of rmcroroirrors, each rnirror being capable of tilting individually 
in at least two direcuons, said rmcromirror array being positioned with respect to the photographic imaging system so that each rnirror 
of the micrornirror array transfers a reflected pixel of the scene to be photographed to the photographic imaging system.
